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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN AND OVER- 
Seo OF “THE? POOR POR THE “YEAR 
ENDING DEC, 31, 1902. 


After the annual meeting in March, the board organized by 
choosing Julius Guild as chairman, and J. S. Allen as clerk. 

The Almshouse has remained under the charge of Mr. and 
Mrs. L. H. Leighton, and the cost of their management is shown 
by the financial report. 

Conferences have been had with representatives of the town 
of Foxboro in regard to a-union almshouse, and also with repre- 
sentatives of the town of Norwood. Foxboro seems favorable to 
such an arrangement and it is possible, though by no means 
certain, that Norwood might join in such an arrangement. The 
present almshouse remains in the same poor condition and it is 
the plain duty of the town to make some other arrangements at 
once without waiting to be forced into it by the State Board of 
Charity. 

The erection of a building for the fire department and other 
circumstances have brought about a considerable increase in 
expenses of that department. The Selectmen have paid bills in 
excess of the appropriation, being enabled to do so by the balances 
on certain other accounts. There still remain, however, unpaid 
bills to the amount of $560.29. In this connection attention is 
invited to the suggestions in the report of the engineers. 

Some of these bills would have been paid possibly had they 
been presented more promptly, and a part of the delay in the 
publication of this report is due to the fact that the books were 
held open much later than usual for these and other bills. Prompt 
presentation of all bills against the town January 1, greatly facil- 
itates the early publication of the annual report. 
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The grade crossing matter is moving slowly. Plans have 
been made and there is a good prospect that the work will be 
taken up in due time. ; 

There are errors in the statements of the close of the High- 
way and Fire Department Special Accounts. These statements 
are given correctly on another page under the heading ‘‘Errata.” 

The Selectmen were finally obliged to employ counsel to aid 
in the collection of $2000 long due from the Norfolk and Bristol 
Street Railway Co. A settlement has been made with them and 
they have paid $800 since Feb. 1. The rest is to be paid in 
annual payments of $400, with interest.

There have been reported five cases of diphtheria, three of 
scarlet fever, two of measles and eight of typhoid fever. These 
figures, except in the case of measles, are larger than those of 
last year. ‘The reason for this we are unable to state; but the 
precautions given in last year’s report will bear repeating, which 
are that great care should be taken of house drainage, and all 
plumbing should be examined and kept in good condition. 
Plumbing has been introduced in a large number of houses this. 
year, and has been inspected, we believe, in every case. We 
would advise those who contemplate putting in plumbing to 
consult with some member of the Board in regard to the best: 
plan for the drainage. The disinfecting of rooms after sick- 
ness from contagious diseases must be done by an agent of the 
Board, who is prepared to act promptly after notice is given by 
the attending physician.

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PARK COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


At the annual meeting of March, 1902, the undersigned 
were elected the first Park Commissioners of the town of Wal- 
pole. 

The public statutes in Chapter 154 of the Acts of 1882, 
and in the amendments thereto, define the rights and duties of 
Park Commissioners in regard to the taking and maintenance’ of 
land for park and playground purposes, but there appears to he 
no statute giving them jurisdiction over existing public land. 
This can be accomplished by a vote of the town, and we find 
that in other municipalities the tendency is toward the centraliz- 
ation of power and responsibility in this respect, and that wheer- 
ever feasible, public lands have been placed under the control of 
the Park Commissioners. 

Understanding it to be the desire of the town that a depart- 
ment of Parks and Public Grounds be established, we recom- 
mend the following vote, and we believe that if passed the result 
will be a more efficient and economical administration of that 
part of the town’s affairs : 


Voted, ‘*That until further action by the town, all 
public grounds, except the water works land and the 
town farm, and all appropriations for such grounds, be 
under the control of the Park Commissioners.” 


The Board has deemed it unwise during the past year to 
take any additional land for park or playground purposes, but 
we believe that a liberal policy in this regard is one of the most 
essential requisites for the healthful growth of the town and one 
which should be established and maintained in Walpole. 
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We would recommend that at the next election commission- 
ers be elected—one for one year, one for two years, and one for 
three years, and that thereafter one commissioner be elected each 
year for a term of three years.

The vote of the Town in regard to the Fire Department is: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of one thousand dollars for the use of the Fire Department. 
‘The Selectmen appoint forest fire wardens every year who have 
a right (in case of woods fires), to hire men to fight them, and 
these men are paid from the money raised (under the vote of the 
Town) for the use of the Fire Department, which the Engineers 
think should not be. We think all Forest Fire Wardens’ bills 
should be paid from the contingent fund as it was formerly. 

“Nearly three-fourths of our money has been spent this last 
year for forest fires.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN FOR 1902. 


To THe CirizENs oF WALPOLE: 


NEW TREES. 


Some of the trees previously set out on Hemlock street 
having died, (probably in consequence of children swinging on 
them), seven young maples were set out to replace them. No 
others were set out by the Tree Warden. 

Mr. E. P. Stetson had some young maples planted on Main 
street to take the place of several that had been removed when 
this street was widened. 

It is to be hoped that next season will see more young trees 
set on School street, and Massachusetts avenue also furnished. 

It would probably be a good idea to set some young trees 
along the easterly side of Common street, between Main street 
and School street, and locate them properly along the sidewalk. 
By the time such trees are fifteen or twenty years old, the large 
trees which now stand too far into the street, and many of which 
are ash, would be ready to come down. 


TRIMMING. 


Mr. George H. Kingsbury was again put in immediate 
charge of this work, and considerable necessary trimming was 
done during the summer months, along the following streets : 
West street as far as Miss Guild’s; Washington street south-west- 
erly from Short street; East street; Spring street; Elm street to 
Mr. Morey’s, Lewis Avenue; Neponset avenue; School street 
between East and Kendall; and parts of Main and Kendall. 
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Also some further trimming on Common street over the same 
ground as last year, owing to injuries by the heavy snow storm 
of last winter. : . 


SPRAYING. 


The Elm-leaf beetle made its appearance as expected, and 
without doubt was to be found to some extent on all our elm 
trees. Whether there was enough mischief being done to war- 
rant general spraying throughout the town, and whether the 
pest would gain any greater foothold if allowed to accumulate 
this year, and then if necessary do a general and thorough spray- 
ing in 1903, were open questions. 

Some three days’ work, however, were done with a spray- 
ing apparatus manufactured by our fellow townsman, Mr. Ware, 
and furnished without charge by him. This spraying was done 
on certain trees.on East street, where the caterpillars seemed to 
be more plentiful. It would seem advisable for the town to ap- | 
propriate at least as much as heretofore, to be available without 
delay, if the pest proves to be very destructive the coming season, 
and which can otherwise be partly used for necessary trimming, 
or else left unexpended. 


THE ELECTRIC WIRES. 


These have continued to destroy and mutilate the trees along- 
side which they are run, and perhaps will continue to do so, to 
a greater or less extent, until they are placed under ground where 
they belong. The warden has made continued efforts to have 
the wires removed from the trees and supported altogether upon 
poles. This would necessitate ¢nore unsightly poles and would 
make the Electric Companies some expense, but there does not 
seem to be any good reason why the trees should be,employed as 
Supports, to relieve the companies at a loss to the town. 

The Electric Companies not responding readily enough ‘to 
the requests of the warden, the matter has been placed in the 
hands of Lawyer Harvey N. Shepard, of Boston, with the inten- 
tion of bringing suit against the offenders.

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TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The progress of the library during the past year has been 
most satisfactory in every respect. Greater interest has been 
taken than ever before, as is shown by the remarkable increase 
in circulation, and also by the number of new patrons added to 
the library. , { 

Matters pertaining to the library being so prominently 
brought before our citizens by the erection of a new library, have 
brought many visitors to our door, who had taken very little 
interest in the library heretofore, . 

The increased use of the reading room has been yery grati- 
fying, and the plan adopted by the trustees in the new library 
building, which enables us to have a special reference room; 
also separate reading rooms for adults and children, will un- 
doubtedly show a greater increase in the patronage than it was 
possible to have in the present library. 

The plan of adding’ an art collection has been continued, 
and the interest taken in the photographs is most gratifying. 

Early last spring after careful consideration of the various 
plans ‘submitted, the trustees decided to accept the set of plans 
submitted by Mr. J. Lawrence Berry of Boston, and appointed 
him as architect. 

The town accepted the plans and specifications presented by 
the trustees at a special meeting called for that purpose, and 
elected a building committee to carry on the work in connection 
with the architect. The result has been very satisfactory to the 
trustees, and we firmly‘believe that we have a first-class library 
building in every respect. 
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As the trustees are not the building committee, we can give 
you no financial report of the new building, except to say we 
believe it will be built for the amount of money appropriated by 
the trustees, so that the town will not be asked for any money to 
complete tie building. 

A good part of the appropriation of the past year had to be 
spent in replacing standard works that had been worn out, so we 
were not able to add as many new volumes as we would 
wish to. 

As is usual in our annual report, we state the amount of 
money which we think is necessary to meet the expenses for the 
ensuing year. The town is pledged to appropriate the sum 
of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) in any case. It will be nec- 
essary for the trustees, if they are to maintain the library up to 
its present standard, to have at least twenty-one hundred dollars 
- ($2,100) Be ropuated for the ensuing year, While it may seem 
as though we were asking for a large increase in our appropria- 
tion, it is practically the same sum which we are already receiy- 
ing, for the following reasons : 

The present library, as all our citizens know, is located in 
the Town Hall building, of which the Selectmen have sole con- 
trol; consequently light and fuel were furnished to the library 
without any separate charge being made. As near as it has been 
possible for us to estimate, the cost of lighting the library was 
about $275 per year.. Fuel would probably take at least $150. 

This, in addition to the fact that no charge was made for 
the janitor, will show that our request for $2,100 is not at all 
unreasonable. In fact, the trustees feel they would not be able 
to maintain our new building and present efficient service upon 
any smaller amount. 

On account of the resignation of Miss Nettie Gough, it 
became necessary to secure the services of another librarian. 
The trustees decided that it would be well, at this time, to secure 
a person who had been specially trained in library work. This 
meant, as will be seen by the Treasurer’s report, a considerable 
increase in the salary; but as it has always been necessary here- 
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tofore to engage an expert to do special library work, which is 
now done by the librarian, the actually cost remains practically 
the same. Your trustees were very fortunate in securing’ so 
efficient a librarian as Miss Margaret Tyacke, whose administra- | 
tion has proved very satisfactory. 

We extend our thanks to the citizens of the town for the 
liberal appropriation made for the furnishing of the library. . It 
reflects great credit on their generosity and will enable the trus- 
tees to furnish the library in a manner appropriate to the 
building. 

We heartily trust that their interest will continue so that the 
trustees may be able to keep the library up to its present high 
standard,

Before the opening of the polls the selectmen appointed as 
ballot clerks Jeremiah F. O’Brien, William H. Clarke, Harry L. 
Howard, William J. Mahoney; and as tellers to aid in receiving, 
sorting, and counting the ballots, Frank N. Spear, George H. 
Ryan, Thomas H. Lavender and Thomas F. Maguire, all of 
whom were duly sworn by the Moderator before entering upon 
their duties. 

Eight voting shelves or. compartments were provided by 
the town according to law, and guarded as the law requires. 

After the Moderator had been chosen, as aforesaid, and» 
before the opening of the polls, the Town Clerk delivered to 
said ballot clerks the bundle packed by him, and sealed as re- 
quired by law, containing 800 official ballots, and 75 special off- 
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cial ballots for school committee only, and took the receipt of said 
ballot clerks, and also the Moderator, therefor, and the Town 
Clerk caused the card of instructions to be posted in each of the 
eight voting compartments provided by the town, and guarded 
as required by law, and also caused the cards of instruction and 
specimen ballots to be posted about the polling room, outside 
the guard rails, as required by law. 

Upon the deliv ery of the ballots to the voters by the ballot 
clerks, the check list was used, and the name of each voter re- 
ceiving a ballot was announced and checked thereon. The ballot 
as delivered to each voter was by such voter marked in the vot- 
ing compartments, and deposited by the voter in the ballot box, 
called the ‘‘ Acme,” furnished and certified to by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, and the name of each voter depositing a 
ballot in said box was announced in a loud and distinct tone of 
voice, and checked upon the voting list by the election officers in 
charge of said box and list. 

The blank forms furnished by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth were used by the election officers, the ballots were divided 
into blocks and canvassed by the tellers, and the result thereof 
was in each case reported to the Moderator, who caused the same. 
to be recorded on the blank forms provided for the purpose. The 
whole number of ballots cast was 360. The check lists used for 
the voters each showed 360 names checked thereon, and the 
register on the ballot box showed 353 names registered at the 
ballot box.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ALMSHOUSE 
COMMITTEE. 


WALPOLE, February 28, 1902. 


The Almshouse Committee respectfully submits the follow- 
ing in relation to the methods employed by other towns of this 
State in care of their poor: 

On January 30th of this year we addressed circular letters 
to the overseers of the poor of about one hundred towns, 
attempting to reach as nearly as possible an equal number of 
towns that maintained an almshouse. Up to this date we have 
received replies from seventy-three towns, sixty of these replies 
being from towns that maintain an almshouse, and thirteen 
from towns that board out their poor, either in the almshouse 
of an adjoining town or in private families. In but two cases 
out of the sixty towns maintaining an almshouse were the off- 
cials dissatisfied and thought the boarding-out idea was _prefer- 
able. Of the thirteen towns that practise the boarding-out 
method, the officials of but ten liked the idea, and these were 
towns with but few charges, that had to be wholly supported. 
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Several of these officials wrote that in their experience parties 
taking paupers to board did not do so for the health of the 
paupers, but for their own profit, and if there was no profit did 


not want them, 


It seems to be the almost universal opinion of the town | 


officials heard from, that the poor cannot only be better and 
cheaper cared for in an almshouse, but the mere fact that there 
: * ; : 

is an almshouse ready for them acts in many cases as a spur to 


the lazy to help themselves. Among the towns heard from we 
find the average expense in almshouse about $2.36 per inmate 
per week, against $2.66 for boarding out. We also find the 
expense of caring for from ten to twenty inmates is very much 
Jess than a house with five to eight, 

In view of this fact, we addressed the overseers of the poor 
of six of the adjoining towns to see what could be done towards 
establishing a joint or union house on the same plan as the Nor- 
folk, Plymouth and Bristol truant school. This idea is carried out 
very successfully in the town of Holden, where an almshouse is 
used and maintained by nine other towns at an average cost of 
about $2.00 per inmate per week. However, as we did not get 
much encouragement from our neighbors, we have let the matter 
drop. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the many cour- 
tesies received at the hands of officials of the many towns 
addressed. In view of what we have learned about the pauger 
question, we believe it is for the best interests of the Town of 
Walpole to continue to maintain an almshouse. 

Therefore we recommend that the town raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of six thousand ($6000) dollars, to be expended 
under the direction of this or some other committee ih building 
and furnishing a suitable building for an almshouse, leaving it to 

the discretion of the committee whether the building be erected 
on the site of the present almshouse, or that be sold to the high- 
est bidder and a new lot purchased, and buildings erected there- 
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on, if said committee should decide it to be for the best interest 
of the town to do so.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS FOR 
pba REIN DING DEC) 31. 1902. 


The Water Commissioners herewith submit their eighth 
annual report, being for the year ending Dec. 31, 1902. As in 
former years, the report contains a detailed statement of the 
receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concerning the 
plant. 

The net amount charged for water the past year has been 
$8,028.98. This includes the amount appropriated by the town 
for hydrant service. 

The expenses of running the water plant, including interest 
on bonds and notes, was $6,456.44. 

This leaves a profit on water sold of $1,572.54, an increase 
of more than 10 per cent. over last year. 

For service and construction work we have paid out 
$1,125.30 and received $759.09, a deficiency of $330.21. 

This deficiency is more than accounted for by extension 
work and also by the purchase of meters, which are the property 
of the town. 

The general condition of the works is excellent. The wells 
have furnished an abundant supply of pure, cool water, which, 
owing to our increased consumption and small storage capacity, 
we have delivered to the consumer the same day it was drawn 
from the ground. 

No leaks have occurred in our street mains. One or two 
hydrants have required overhauling, and several leaks have 
occurred in service pipes, but all of minor importance. All 
gate valves and hydrants have been inspected, and are in good 
condition.

The machinery at the pumping station has required ne 
repairs, and is in first-class condition. — 

No extension of cast iron street main has been made during 
the year. About 400 feet of 1 1-4 inch pipe was laid on Kendall 
street to supply the Maple Grove Cemetery, this being charged 
to service account; 350 feet of 1 1-2 inch pipe was laid in pri- 
vate way off Walcott avenue, and 200 feet of 2 inch in private 
way off Pleasant street. These 1 1-2 and 2 inch extensions were 
paid for by the owners of the property through which it was 
laid. 

Service pipes have suffered to some.extent from electrolosis 
in some sections of the town, particularly at the South end, 
where in some cases service pipes in cellars have had to be 
renewed, and it appears to us that the trouble will increase and 
cause much annoyance in the future unless the Electric Railroad’ 
Co. adopts different methods of construction. 

We now have in use 223 meters, a gain of 53 over last year. 

The total number of new services laid the past year was 44, 
which is g less than the number of new meters set. The Board 
believes that the most equitable method of assessing water rates 
is by meter measurement, and hope in the near future to have 
meters on every service. 

The case of the Town versus the Massachusetts Chemical 
Co. has not been settled as yet, and the temporary injunction is 
still in force; but the case will probably be tried before a master 
early in the coming year, and as the town at the last annual meet- 
ing appointed a committee to take charge of the matter, it does 
not seem to be necessary for the Board to make further state- 
ments at this time. ahaa 

We have during the year experienced considerable difficulty 
caused by the water being flowed back into the pumping 
station, the worst time being during the March freshet, when the 
water rose to a height of two feet above the floor, and for 24 
hours we were unable to run our pumps. Fortunately we were 
able to fill the stand pipes about two-thirds full before being 
forced to shut down.

The School committee very respectfully submits herewith* 
its reports for the year ending December 31, 1902. 

The School Board organized as usual after the annual town 
meeting, with J. Edward Plimpton, chairman, and Edward 
Grover, secretary. 

Regular meetings have been held the first Friday evening of 
each month, but beginning with January 1, 1903, the regular 
meetings will be held the first Saturday of each month at 3 p, m. 

At a joint meeting of the committees of the towns of Wal- 
pole and Medfield, held in April in accordance with the law, it 
“was voted to retain the services of our superintendent, A. A. 
Badger, for another year. 

We have endeavored to keep the expenditures within thé 
amount of the appropriation, but owing to a clerical error we 
have been obliged to over-run a little as the financial account 
shows. ‘The needs of the schools increase each year, and we 
shall need more money next year for school purposes if we ex- 
pect to keep the schools up to their present high standard of effi- 
ciency. 

As the work, equipment, and needs of our schools, are well 
set forth in the report of the Superintendent of Schools, we 
adopt it as a part of this report, and refer you to it for your care- 
ful consideration.

REPOR®E OF SUPERINTENDENT) OF) SOO ie: 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WALPOLE: 


I hereby have the honor to submit my fourth annual report, 
which is the eighteenth in the series cf annual reports of the 
Superintendent of the Public Schools of Walpole. - 

The year has been one of steady, progressive work. No 
changes have been made in our plan or course of study. We 
are still working along the same line in arithmetic, and this year 
is to be, in a way, a test of our belief. 

The present third grades had had no instruction in number 
work until September, and we expect to have the classes farther 
advanced in June than they have been heretofore. At the end of 
four months’ work, everything seems to indicate that we shall 
not be disappointed. The language work in all of the grades 
has been very much better than usual; especially is it true of the 
original constructive work. We plan to publish in the local 
paper, each week, during the remainder of this year, one or 
more of the best original compositions, that it may be a stimulus 
for better wcrk on the part of the pupils, and also give the 
patrons of the schools an opportunity to see what is being done 
in this branch of the curriculum. 

Instead of holding an exhibition of one night in the Town 
Hall at the close of the schools in June, we plan, if a room can 
be secured, to hold an exhibition of school work for five or six 
days. In this way we can show more of the school work, and 
give more people an opportunity to see it. We trust that every 
friend of the schools will endeayor to visit the exhibit at some 
time during the week, due. notice of which will be given. 
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, TEACHERS. 


Several changes in the teaching force have occurred during 
the year. Miss Angie F. Wood, instructor in Latin and History 
in the High School, resigned in June to accept a more lucrative 
position in the Brockton High School. Though she had been 
with us only one year, we shall all be better teachers and stu- 
dents because of her enthusiasm for her work and loyalty to the 
profession. Her position was filled at once by the election of 
Miss Bertha N. Meserve, a graduate of Mt. Holyoke College 
with a special course at the Bridgewater Normal School. 

Miss Eleanor W. Guild, instructor in Science and Mathe- 
matics, also resigned in June to accept a much better position in 
the Quincy High School. Miss Guild was a very popular 
teacher, and in her two years work here she has given the school 
an inspiration that will always be felt. Miss Blanche E. Hellyar, 
also a graduate of Mt. Holyoke college, was elected to fill this 
position. 

Miss Kate Olive Morse, for several years a most popular 
teacher in our Grammar School, tendered her resignation at the 
close of the school year, to accept a position in that nobler pro- 
fession—homemaker. Miss Florence M. Ferry, who had acted 
as substitute teacher in the sixth grade during a part of the spring 
term, was elected to fill the vacancy, but during the summer Miss 
Ferry was elected to a much better position in Revere, so we 
released her and engaged Miss Mary E. Frye, of the Farmington, 
Maine, Normal School. 

Miss Maude A. Sumner, who taught so successfully at the 
East, and then afterwards at the Centre, resigned in May to 
accept a position in Cambridge, at a great increase in salary. 
The vacancy was filled for the remainder of the year by Miss 
Florence M. Ferry, and then Miss Agnes E. Devine, of the 
Bridgewater Normal School, was elected to fill the position. 

Owing to a serious accident in her family, Miss Martha E. 
Park, one of our most efficient Primary School teachers, asked 
for a year’s leave of absence, and we secured the services of Miss 
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Florence M. Look, also of the Farmington, Maine, Normal 
School, to take her place. 

At the close of the first week in September, Mr. Alfred R. 
Winter, Principal of the Stone Grammar School, resigned, hav- 
ing been elected Principal of a Grammar School in Peabody, at 
a much larger salary than we could ever expect to pay. We 
elected for this position Mr. Wm. R. Wood, of the Oneonta 
Normal School, New York. 

Though we regretted to lose so many strong teachers, we 
realized that our loss was somebody’s’ gain, and rejoiced that it 
had been permitted us to have their services as long as we had. 

The new teachers selected are all doing well and are reach- 
ing up to the high standard of success set by their predecessors, 
so that at the present time we have a strong, enthusiastic and 
efficient band of teachers. 


ATTENDANCE, 


The attendance has not been as good this year as usual, 
which has had its effect on the general school work. As can be 
seen by reference to the table of statistics, the per cent. of attend- 
ance has been very low. 

Very cold, stormy weather, a siege of mumps, and a great 
deal of sickness have had much to do with it, but there have been 
too many cases of absence when there were no good excuses 
for them. 

Let us all make an effort to have a better record in 1903. 
Right here the teachers need the co-operation of the parents. 

There are a great many more tardy marks than last year, 
but this is due in a great measure to the new rule followed by 
some of the teachers in marking a pupil tardy if he was not in 
his seat ready for work when the bell struck, morning, noon and 
recess. I think it a good rule and one that will tend to form a 
habit of punctuality. 

Your attention is hereby called to the substance of some of 
the State laws regulating the attendance of children: 
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Chap. 496, Sect. 11. No child who has not been duly 
vaccinated shall be admitted to a public school except upon pre- 
sentation of a certificate signed by a regular practicing physician 
that such child is an unfit subject for vaccination. No such child 
who is a member of a household in which a person is sick with 
the small pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, or a house- 
hold exposed to contagion from a hausehold as aforesaid, shall 
attend any public school during such sickness, or until the teacher 
of the school has been furnished with a certificate from the board 
of health of the town or city, or from the attending physician 
of such sick person, stating in a case of small pox, diphtheria 
or scarlet fever, or that a period of at least two weeks, and in 
case of measles a period of at least three days has elapsed since 
the recovery, removal or death of such person, and that danger 
of the conveying of such disease by such child has passed. 

mect. 12. Every child between the ages of 7 and 14 is 
required to attend some public school during the entire time such 
school is in session. 

Sect. 31. Any parent who allows such child who is able to 
attend school to remain out for five whole day sessions or ten 
half day sessions in a period of six months shall be subject to a 
fine not exceeding $20. . 

The school authorities are directed to discriminate between 
legally excused absence and that not legally excused. The fol- 
lowing would be considered legal excuses: Child’s own sick- 
ness, contagious disease in the home, death in the family, or in 
very inclement weather. 

The following would not be considered legal: Absence 
occasioned by lack of proper clothing (town authorities are 
responsible when parents are unable to provide), absence due to 
child’s being kept from school to work, take care of smaller 
children, etc. 


DRAWING, 


The work in drawing. has steadily improved during the 
year, and the results of instruction in this branch of the work is 
making itself evident every day. |

It is noticeable in the dress and surroundings of the teach- 
ers, as well as in the tastes and appearance of the pupils. It is 
especially noticeable in their choice of Christmas presents. 
There is a fitness of things in all their work.

Music. 


Miss Maude B. Mowry, Supervisor of Music and Instructor 
in Stenography and Typewriting, began her duties at the begin- 
ning of the school in September, and already the good effects of 
the work can be seen in the schools. 

In most cases the regular teachers were able to teach the 
music and only needed the guidance and encouragement of a 
supervisor to enable them to do their best and bring the work 
into harmony all along the course. | 

Sometime before the close of the year in June we plan to 
give you all a chance to hear what the children can do in this 
important branch of the ‘‘course of study.” 


SEWING SCHOOL. 


A sewing school has been conducted at the East, for six or 
eight years, through the generosity and kindness of Mrs. Chas. 
S. Bird, and the results are too -plainly evident in the home of 
every family reached to need further comment. Now it seems 
to us that it is time the public schools took hold of that work 
and supported it. We accordingly recommend that a teacher of 
sewing be employed at the beginning of another school year, and 
that instruction in sewing be given to the girls in the 6th, 7th 
and Sth grades. f 


REPAIRS. 


A new furnace has been put into the North School, consid- 
erable new furniture purchased for the Centre, East and the 
High Schools on account of the increase in number of pupils; 
the blackboards in all the buildings, except the North, have been 


\ 
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re-coated with a good hard surface. These, together with the 
usual number of small bills for repairs, made the account under 
this head larger this year than formerly, and we do not see how 
it can be made much less another year, as we need more furni- 
ture; the wood work in the Centre School] needs revarnishing ; 
also a foot warmer in the lower hall is greatly needed; the East 
School needs painting, and new out-houses are needed at the 
North School. 
New. BUILDINGS. 

We still think that it is the best thing for the town in the 
end to erect an eight-room building here at the Centre, accord- 
ing to the plan stated in our last report. But as we realize that 
the town does not feel like increasing its tax rate, and certainly 
it is larger than it ought to be, we will endeavor to get along 
without it for another year, if the town will grant the free use, 
for school purposes, of that portion of the Town hall now occue 
pied by the Public Library. 

We recommend that the town secure not less than two acres 
of the land between the Centre School and Engine house for 
school purposes. This lot could be used for dumping the rocks 
and dirt that the town each year carts away, and also for a play 
ground, and thus save the expense of renting land as we do now. 
Then when the town is ready to build a new school house, the 
lot will be ready for it, 

NAMES OF BUILDINGS. 


We have been thinking for some time that it would bea 
good plan to name the different school buildings for some person 
who has lived in that section and has exerted a great influence 
in education. We accordingly suggest that the schools be 
named as follows: 

The High School be named The Robbins School 


The Centre 66 The Stone School 
The East 66 The Mary Bird School 
The North 66 The Fisher School 


The South ag The Boyden School 
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If any one has more appropriate names to offer, please com- 
municate with the Superintendent of Schools. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


Realizing that the Kindergarten is the foundation of any 
school system, we recommend that two be established as soon as 
the rooms can be found for them. This, together with a course 
in Manual Training, are the things most needed in our Public 
School System at the present time. 


ART EXHIBIT. 


In May, 1902, the schools heldjan Art Exhibit in the Town 
Hall, from which they realized $134.04, which amount has 
been expended in pictures for school room decorations. As 
this money was insufficient to buy one good picture for each 
school room, we thought it better to buy as many good ones as we 
could and then circulate the pictures. Each picture is to remain 
in each room about a month, so that every school room will 
receive a visit from each picture during the year. 

We wish to thank the Woman’s Club and the friends of the 
school for their assistance in holding the exhibit.

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We regret to report that the same conditions exist at the 
High School in regard to drainage and basement, as that of one 
year ago, but we hope something will be done to relieve the situ- 
ation for another year. 

As a result of a visit by an agent of the State board, the 
school has been approved by the board and other towns sending | 
pupils here, may be reimbursed by the State, for either the 
whole or half their tuition, according to their population and val- 
uation. 

There is a grand opportunity now for Walpole to build up 
a central High School, that can offer just as many courses as the 
best of the city schools. 

All she needs is a larger High School building as two towns 
are already contemplating closing their High School and sending 
their pupils here. If the town had the building it could easily 
take yearly from $1,500 to $2,000 in tuition, at an extra expense 
of only about $800, and at the same time have a better school 
for their own pupils. 

I think the town better erect a good High School building, 
one that will accommodate 250 pupils or more, and then take the 
present High School building for Grammar School purposes. If 
there was only a Carnegie now to step forward, and present the 
town a building it would solve the whole problem. 

The school is gaining in efficiency and numbers every year. 
The present enrollment of 107 pupils, is the largest in its history, 
I think. It started in September with eight tuition pupils from . 
Norfolk and Medfield, but two have dropped out, being unable 
to do the work. 

A course in stenography and typewriting, has been intro- 
duced this year, which is very popular with the students, but as 
only graduates and post-graduates were allowed to take the 
course, there are only about 15 in the class. 

It is the aim of the school to turn out the best equipped stu- 
dents in English that it can, so it is especially desirable that the 
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student should have a sound knowledge of this subject, before 
beginning the course in stenography and typewriting. 

There is an increased demand for stenographers, who are 
graduates of High Schools, so it seems that this is a good voca- 
tion for some of our girls and boys, and especially is it true of a 
bright, energetic boy, for there are many business men who em- 
ploy only young men for their private stenographers, and such 
positions when filled by the nght young man, generally lead to 
something better. 

Concerning the studies, equipment, and graduates of the 
school, I refer you to the 'report of the Principal, Mr. Leonard 
M. Patton. 3 


GIFTS. 


We wish to express our deep sense of gratitude to all who. 
have so kindly remembered the school with gifts. or in giving as- 
sistance in any way, and especially do we thank Mrs. Charles S. 
Bird, and Mr. George R. Wyman for contributions to the school 
libraries and reading tables; Mr. Washington Glover for the 
munificent gift of his telescope; Mr. C. H. Fitts for his fine 
collection of minerals, and the Woman’s Club for supplying the 
schools with the excellent town and county maps of Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut. All these things have 
added greatly to the efficiency of the schools.

I respectfully submit my report for the year ending Decem- 
bemat, 1902. 

The High School has had a successful year. ‘The work has 
been carried on with definite ends in view, for the realization of 
which the teachers have devoted their whole energies. One of 
the pleasantest features of the year’s work has been the hearty 
co-operation and perfect harmony among pupils, teachers, 
superintendent, parents and friends. | 

The new school year brought two changes in the teaching 
force: Miss Bertha Meserve of Allston and Miss Blanche 
Hellyar of Palmer taking the places of Miss Eleanor Guild and 
Miss Angie Wood. All regretted the loss of Miss Guild and 
' Miss Wood, but wished them’ success in their new fields of 
labor. The present teachers are doing excellent work; the 
high standard of the school has been steadily maintained; in 
some departments, to meet new requirements, it has been 
advanced. 

Practically the same course of study has been followed that 
was used last year. A regular course in Orthography, however, 
has been required of all students this year, to supplement the 
work in the English and Language departments. Singing, 
also, has been given a regular place in the curriculum. In con- 
nection with these there was added in the Fall a course in Sten- 
ography and Typewriting. This was offered to graduate stu- 
dents and seniors only. ‘The work was placed in the hands 
of Miss Maude Mowry, and promises to be one of the most 
popular as well as one of the most practical of the elective sub- 
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jects. The course, eventually, will be made to extend over two 
years. 


on History and Literature, especially, have been contributed, 


which have supplemented the regular work and given readier 


means for study and original research. (We are in need of 
suitable bookcases for many of these volumes.) 

More outside reading has been required this year than ever 
before. Each pupil has written the story or given the plot of 
at least one standard novel in addition to the regular school 
work. During the coming year the plot, criticism or synopsis 
of three standard works will be required instead of one. Lists 
of books are posted by the teachers, which aim to give wide 
range for choice, but confine the reading to approved works, 
An exhaustive list of books, suitable for high school students, is 
in preparation for use in the Town Library, where it is hoped a 
reading shelf and table may be established for the convenience of 
the scholars. | 

The school has received many gifts this year. Among 
these have been several fine pictures, the most important of 
which are **The Chariot Race,” a gift from the class of 1902, and 
‘Sir Galahad” and Ruysdael’s ‘*Windmill,” from the students. 
The pupils, also, have given busts of: Shakespeare and Scott. 
Mr. Washington Glover, always thoughtful of the scholars’ wel- 
fare, has given them his valuable astronomical telescope. Mr. 
C. H. Fitts has presented the school an excellent collection of 
minerals. (By the way, a mineral cabinet is much needed in 
which to keep these and other specimens.) Mrs. Charles Bird, 
Harrison Morse and Richard Ahearn are among others who have 
remembered the school in various ways. 


The attendance of this year, compared with that of last, 


shows an increase of twenty-four. The seating capacity of the 
two main rooms has been increased from eighty to one hundred 
and eight; this provides a sufficient number of seats for the 
present year, but will not accommodate next year’s probable 
increase. The number of students is growing rapidly and the 


The reference library has grown steadily. Valuable books 
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high school building, already crowded, will soon be too small to 
meet the new demands. Sometime in the near future the citizens 
will have to face a new problem in construction. 

At this time we take the liberty to speak of suitable accom- 
modations for athletic recreation. A school with over one hun- 

“dred students needs ample play room. The yard in front of the 
school-house is not meant for a play-ground, even if it were 
large enough for such a purpose. Through the kindness of one 
of our citizens the students have had the use of a vacant lot 
near the school building, but this is only a temporary ‘‘shift’ ; 
the need still remains. 

Considerable attention has been given to .the various phases 
of athletics during the past year. An athletic association has 
been formed which has in charge all the different branches of 
sports. By means of this organization some system has been 
used in regulating athletic affairs and definite aims have been 
given to hitherto scattered and wasted energies. Base-ball, 
basket-ball, foot-ball and other games have had their place in the 
life of the school, and, we believe, have been of as great value 
in developing true manhood and womanhood in the boys and 
girls as their class-room recitations. 

We have been interested to trace the careers of the graduates 
of the last three years. Of these, fifty in number, more than 
one-half are now attending, or have attended, higher institutions 
of learning: Harvard, two; Mt. Holyoke, three; Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, two; Worcester Institute of 
Technology, one; Normal Schools, four; Business Colleges, 
Seminaries, etc., fifteen. Three others, we believe, will enter 
college in the Fall. Two from last year’s Junior class passed 
the Worcester entrance examinations and left school before 
completing their course here. The recordis a good one and 
reflects credit upon the native ability of the students of the town 
as well as upon the instructors who have had them in charge. 

The outlook is encouraging. More and better work is being 
done than before; an excellent spirit pervades the school; more 
parents are visiting us, and more non-resident pupils are in

attendance. The school already has a good reputation, and it is 
our desire and aim not only to see the present standard main- 
tained, but still further advanced.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING.

There have been no radical changes in the general plans 
which we have followed the. past year, but there has been a 
decided change for the better in the carrying out of these plans. 
The instruction has been given much more intelligently because 
the teachers have understood better the relation of art to other 
subjects. 

One of our aims in education is to prepare the child for life 
in school and after he leaves school. To live, he must labor. 
To be happy in his labor, he must have the knowledge of the 
critic and be a worker, to know and to do. Almost everything 
which we see about us is the product of man’s hand and brain. 
To improve these things is the ideal of the people of this cen- 
tury. Emerson says ‘‘ Beauty must come back to the useful 
arts, and the distinction between the fine and the useful arts to 
be forgotten.” So we try to teach the children the principles of 
good design, harmony, rhythm and balance, artistic standards 
and ideals. They have made designs for such things as photo- 
graph frames, match boxes, calendars, bookcases, pencil sharp- 
eners, settles, etc., etc. These designs in many cases have been 
worked at home in wood, They have in this way brought about 
the proper relation of theory and practice, that is (together). 
The result of one of their decorative designs was seen at Christ- 
mas in the cards which were carried home. 

I have noticed more than ever before the good effect which 
drawing has had upon other branches taught,—more tasteful 
work in Historv, Geography, Language and Nature. Every 
year the relation between drawing and other subjects become 
closer and stronger. 
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Through the efforts 'of Mr. Badger, a successful Art Ex- 
hibit was held in the Town Hall last spring. Besides being of 
‘great esthetic value, it was a success financially, and the money 
~was spent for beautiful pictures for the schools., 

As the time for the supervision of drawing has been 
increased, the schools are visited often, teachers and pupils thus 
gain more help and instruction than in former years. The 
teachers continue to show their interest and enthusiasm in the 
~work, two things very necessary for good work.

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INSTRUCTIONS TO TEACHERS IN REGARD TO 
CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


MUMPS. 


This is a contagious disease and occurs chiefly in childhood, 
youth and early manhood. About twelve days after the child 
has been exposed to mumps, he will begin to complain of ten- 
derness in the depression immediately under the lobule of the 
ear, and this will be followed by swelling in the same place. 
This swelling is firm, but slightly elastic, and presses the lobule 
of the ear outward. It gradually increases for a few days, then 
remains stationary for a short time, and then declines. The’ 
total duration of the disease is from eight to ten days. In most 
cases the swelling occurs on both sides. If only one side has 
been affected, the disease may occur at some subsequent period. 
The left side is usually the first affected. As it requires twelve 
days from the time of exposure before the disease manifests 
itself, all the children from the family where the disease exists 
should remain from school at least two weeks:after the disease 
has disappeared, unless the first one who takes it is at once 
entirely separated from the others. 


WHOOPING COUGH—‘**CHIN COUGH.” 


This disease is highly contagious. Most cases occur 
between the ages of one year and eight years, but it occasion- 
ally occurs in adults, and even in old people who have not been 
attacked previously. It is in nearly all instances, if not in all,con- 
tracted by inhaling the breath of the patient, and is not, so far 
as I can learn, ever carried by a third person. Hence, only 
those who actually have the disease need be kept out of 
school. This disease usually lasts from two to three months. 
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It comes on in about ten days after exposure. As the breath is 
the great source of contagion, children should not be allowed to 
return to school until they are entirely free from the spasmodic 
cough. 


CHICKEN? POX. 


This is the shortest and mildest of eruptive fevers. It is 
highly contagious, so few children escape who are exposed to it. 
The disease begins about fifteen or seventeen days after 
exposure. As it lasts only one week usually, and never of itself 
endangers life, nor seriously incommodes the patient, it is not 
necessary to exclude from school any except those actually having 
the disease. 


MEASLES. 


This disease is highly contagious, usually through the air; 
though it may also be communicated by the breath, and has 
sometimes been carried long distances upon articles of clothing 
and thus given to others. From twelve to fourteen days elapse 
from the time of exposure to the commencement of the eruption. 
This eruption usually begins upon the forehead and neck, then 
the face, and then goes over the body. The fever reaches its 
height about the sixth or seventh day. The whole course of the 
disease is about two weeks. 

Children who have measles, and those in a family where 
measles has appeared, should not be allowed to return to school 
until two weeks after the rash has disappeared. 


SCARLET) FEV ER. 


Other common names for this disease are Scarlatina, Scarlet 
Rash, and Canker Rash, but they all mean the same disease. 
This is one of the most frequent and fatal of the contagious 
diseases. It occurs most frequently between the ages of three 
years and ten years. Most adults possess immunity from Scarlet 
Fever, although they may not have had it in childhood. This 
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disease usually manifests itself from ‘three to eight days after 
exposure to it, though it has been known to begin in twenty-four 
hours. It presents ina marked degree the distinguishing char- 
acteristics of the infectious maladies. It is highly contagious. 
It is disseminated by exposure to patients, and may be carried by 
clothing. The virus of Scarlet Fever possesses such remarkable 
vitality that it may remain about a room or be carried by clothing 
for many months. Therefore particular care should be taken 
about disinfecting the rooms in which the. patients have been 
sick with Scarlet Fever, and all articles of clothing that may, by 
any possibility, have been exposed to contagion, before children 
should be allowed to return to school. 

As the distance to which the disease is contagious is short, 
probably not more than two or three yards, it is often possible to 
limit it by isolating the child first attacked and allowing no com- 
munication with the nurse. In this way the children often 
escape. A convalescent child should not be allowed to mingle 
with other children till three or four weeks have elapsed, and 
then only when the room where he was sick and all clothing that 
has been in it or upon him, has been thoroughly disinfected. 
But if the sick one be properly isolated, or the others of the 
family be sent immediately to another house to live for the time 
he is sick, those who are well may, after three or four days, be 
allowed to return to school. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Although the disease has been known to physicians for 
many centuries, it is only within a comparatively short time that 
it has been considered to be contagious. It may be imparted to 
others by a person actually, or lately suffering from it. It may 
also be carried by a person not actually affected by it. The 
germs of this disease seem to have a special affinity for the walls 
of rooms, and may attach themselves to clothing and articles of 
furniture. They may also enter the system through the air, 
through the food and through the drinking water. The disease 
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usually begins in from two to eight days after exposure, but 
sometimes germs remain about the person for weeks before the 
complaint makes its appearance. It most often occurs between 
the ages of one and fifteen years. In a majority of cases one 
attack is a protection against future occurrence. As soon as a 
case of Diphtheria occurs in a family, all the children of that 
family should be at once excluded from the school, and none 
should be allowed to return until two weeks after the membrane 
has disappeared from the throat, and then only after a thorough 
disinfection of the house and the clothing. It is a good plan for 
those who have been exposed to Diphtheria to gargle the throat 
occasionally with a solution of carbolic acid and lime water, of 
a strength of twenty drops to the ounce.
